other, neither is diſtinguiſh'd on account 


of Authority, but Order only, and the 
Vote of the laſt, is of the ſame Weight 


with that of the firſt; and every 
Community may in à certain Senſe 


be look d upon as an abſolute Com- 
mon-Wealth; of which B. de Caſat 


ſaith: There is no Conſtitution norform 
of Government in the World com- 


parable to that of the Griſors.
